The Navy department announced recently the opening to I'Tavy and 
Coast Guard personnel of a new series of correspondence courses 
for high school or college credit. Men in these two services may 
enroll in any one of more than seven hundred, courses offered, study 
the lessons in their spare time, and receive at the completion of 
the course a certificate of credit. Arrangements can also he maae 
to apply these credits toward a high school diploma or a college 


§ Navy men now in the service of the country.interrupted their 
educations or loft trades or businesses to which they plan to 
return to after the war. The present offer of correspondence courses 
presents an opportunity for both classes of men to return to 
civilian life better eauippod than when they left it. Men returning 
to schools and colleges' will be glad of the extra credits and _ _ 

will receive their diplomas sooner because of them. Men returning 
to trades and businesses will find their earning power increased 
because of increased knowledge of their specialty. # 

The cost of enrollment in any hign school course is i?2.00 which 
pays for clerical work, text books, and postage for assignments. 

The government pays the rest. Enrollment fees in college courses 
vary with the courses chosen. The government will pay half of the 
fees up to $40.00, the man enrolling paying the other half. In 
no case will the government's share exceed $20.00, however. 

This is an opportunity of which many men should take advantage* 
Better jobs and higher pay await the man who "knows his stuff".
